The  Peony  of  the  great  war.  During  the 
years  1914,  15,  16  and  1 7 in  a French  garden, 
within  sound  of  the  German  guns,  this  Peony 
was  growing  from  a seed  into  a mature 
Peony  plant  and  bloomed  for  the  first  time 
in  1918,  the  year  in  which  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  American  soldiers  were  arriving  in 
France  to  help  drive  out  the  invaders. 


EDWIN  C.  SHAW  (Thurlow) 12.50 

We  consider  this  Peony  in  a class  with 
President  Wilson. 

KATHERINE  HAVEMEYER  (Thurlow) 12.50 


A new  rose  type  flesh  pink  Peony.  The  guard 
petals  of  which  are  broad  and  somewhat 
notched  at  the  ends.  The  center  petals  are 
narrow  and  fringed. 

ADDELANCHEA  (Brand)  10.00 

A creamy-white  Peony  of  splendid  size  and 
substance  whose  petals  are  sometimes 
flecked  with  crimson.  The  fact  that  the 
center  petals  have  a yellow  base  makes  it 
very  attractive.

A new  pink  Peony  from  France  with  splen- 
did stems  and  with  color  quality  quite  simi- 
lar to  President  Wilson. 

BALL  O’COTTON  (Franklin) 7.50 

A new  white  Peony  that  sometimes  rivals 
Kelway’s  Glorious  in  form  and  beauty.  I 
have  never  seen  it  as  large  as  Kelway’s 
Glorious,  but  I have  sometimes  thought  that 
except  in  size  it  was  equal  to  that  famous 
variety. 

JAMES  BOYD  (Thurlow) 7.50 

A new  flesh  white  variety  which  has  a slight 
tint  of  yellow.  The  petals  are  curved  and 
the  effect  of  the  color,  quality,  arrangement 
and  shape  of  the  petals  produces  a Peony 
which  all  enthusiasts  will  be  glad  to  have  in 
their  gardens. 

AUGUSTE  DESSERT  (Dessert) 5.00 

M.  Dessert  undoubtedly  believes  that  this 
variety  is  his  masterpiece  for  he  has  given  it 
his  own  name.  It  is  of  a beautiful  rose  color 
and  has  splendid  size  and  shape  and  this 
season  the  stems  carried  the  blooms  very 
gracefully.

One  of  the  best  mid-season  pink  Peonies  of 
great  size  and  splendid  keeping  qualities. 

FRANCES  SHAYLOR  (Shaylor) 

A white  Peony  with  a four  inch  golden  circle 
of  yellow  stamens  on  its  surface. 

GEORGIANA  SHAYLOR  (Shaylor) 

The  American  variety  which  is  nearest  to 
Therese  in  size,  quality  and  color. 

HENRY  AVERY  (Brand)  

A pinkish-creamy-white  Peony  with  a bright 
yellow  collar  of  short  petals,  fragrant. 

LADY  ALEXANDRA  DUFF  (Kelway) 

The  beautiful  Long  Lost  pink  Peony  which 
has  water  lily  blossoms  on  its  laterals.

This  Peony  bloomed  first  in  June,  1918,  when 
the  American  soldier  boys  were  marching  to 
the  front  in  France  and  M.  Lemoine  told  me 
when  1 visited  his  garden  that  he  named  it 
at  that  time  Amitie  Americane,  which  would 
seem  to  have  been  a nice  tribute  to  the 
Americans  who  were  in  France  fighting  for 
his  country.  At  the  time  1 purchased  it,  he 
told  me  that  he  believed  that  it  was  better 


even  than  his  Le  Cygne,  the  highest  rated 
Peony  in  the  world. 

PRESIDENT  WILSON  (Thurlow) 30.00 

A beautiful  late  pink  variety  which  usually 
holds  its  color  until  the  last  petal  falls. 

MRS.  EDWARD  HARDING  (Shaylor) 20.00 

The  original  one  hundred  dollar  Peony.  It 
was  the  tallest  and  best  white  landscape 
variety  in  my  garden  this  year,  successfully 
withstanding  three  rain  storms  during  its 
blooming  season. 

KELWAY’S  GLORIOUS  (Kelway) 15.00 


Probably  the  largest  white  Peony  in  the 
world,  held  gracefully  on  medium  long  stems; 
should  be  seen  on  three  or  four  year  old 
plants  to  be  fully  appreciated.

A splendid  rose  color  Peony  which  is  excel- 
lent both  for  the  show  room  and  for  land- 
scape /purposes.  It  was  better  than  ever  in 
my  garden  this  year,  and  it  may  be  the  best 
of  all  the  Shaylor  seedlings. 

PHILIPPE  RIVOIRE  (Riviere) 12.00 

The  best  red  Peony  in  the  world,  not  as  large 
as  some  other  red  varieties,  but  it  has  per- 
fect rose  shape,  splendid  substance,  and  a 
remarkable  fragrance.  It  remained  in  bloom 
over  two  weeks  this  season. 

LE  CYGNE  (Lemoine) 7.50 

The  highest  rated  Peony  in  the  world,  pure 
white  and  of  such  great  substance  that  a 
bloom  often  looks  as  if  it  had  been  carved 
from  pure  white  marble. 

LAURA  DESSERT  (Dessert) 6.00 

The  best  yellow  Peony  in  the  world,  but  to 
see  its  full  beauty,  the  buds  must  be  covered 
with  a bag  before  they  open,  and  the  bag 
must  not  be  removed  until  the  bud  is  taken 
mdoors.  A one  hundred  dollar  prize  is  of- 
fered for  a new  seedling  which  produces  a 
better  yellow  Peony  than  this  variety.

A very  large  American  variety  which  usually 
has  exactly  the  colors  of  Therese  and  some- 
times exceeds  it  in  size. 

TAMATBAKO  (Jap)  $25.00 

The  finest  pink  Japanese  Peony  I have  ever 
seen.  It  is  very,  very  scarce  for  every  Peony 
lover  wants  it. 

FUYAJO  (Jap)  15.00 

The  best  red  Japanese  Peony  I have  ever 
seen.  It  multiplies  more  rapidly  than  Tamat- 
bako  but  the  supply  is  not  equal  to  the  de- 
mand. 

MME.  GAUDICHAU  (Millet) 7.50 

A splendid  dark  red  Peony  nearly  as  dark  as
